iration on the Panama canal tolls ques-

"The lines of action which lie before 


the British government are now being 
considered and any announcement of the 
kind is premature." 


This is the full text ot the formal 


statement given out by the foreign of- 
fice this morning in reply to requests 
for UeTails as to the reported demand 
for arbitration. 


In regard to the publication of the 


report, the officials of the foreign office 
said in the first place it \vas wholly in- 
correct, for ho announcement of any 
sort had been made nor even (Welded 
on by 
the . British government. 
The 


statement purporting to be otiicia! was 
issued by the Press association and the 
Central XPWS, two of the lending news 
agencies. It appeared at an hour when 
it was too late to obtain independent 
confirmation or denial nnd all of the 
London newspapers printed it this morn- 
ing as a fact. 


Instead of this being the case, how- 


ever, the Panama canal question re- 
mains in exactly the same position it 
has occupied for some time. The gov- 
ernment will in all probability pro)>ose 
its rejereuce to the court of arbitration 
at The Hague, but the method of sub- 
mitting it to that tribunal lias not been 
decided upon. 


The foreign office has. been through- 


out outspoken in its conversations witb 
representatives 
of 
the 
press in the- 


statement that arbitration is the only 
possible course. 
Sir Edward Gray, the 


secretary of state for foreign affairs. 
nnd other -members of the British cab- 
inet have been scattered all over the 
United Kingdom and the continent ever 
since the Panama canal bill became, iv 
law, and in consequence there has not 
been any -opportunity for the govern- 
ment to frame its report.

Before the report was 
made President Joseph Kcllar, in an ad- 
dress, said the alliance would never 
cease using

hatchet 
on political 


parties that upheld county option. He 
said the alliance wanted the teraper- 


nco question out of politics and would 
not rest until this was done. 


The 
members of 
the 
alliance, 
he 


said, were not fighting, or against, polit- 
ical parties, except on this issue alone- 
He declared that 
the 
alliance would 


work to defeat both the progressive and 
republican state tickets, because of the 
county option planks. 
To the work of 


the alliance, he attributed the downfall 
of what ho termed "Hanlyism" in Indi- 
ana.
